Meat Industry Is 
Geared to Highest 
Pace in Four Years 


Employment' in. Plants, 


Production at Best 


Level Since 1934 


BY FRANKLIN MULLIN 


Chicago —OT— The nation's meat 


industry was geared today to its 
fastest pace in four years as a re- 
sult of an increased flow of live- 
stock to market. 


Employment in packing plants 


and production of meat have risen 
to the best levels since 1934, an- 
alysis of industry statistics showed. 


The many industrial and business 


activities which are part of the 
meat trade—from country producer 
to city butcher—likewise have been 
stimulated by increasing volume of 
livestock production. 


The packing industry's employ- 


ment index has risen 
above 100 


points and is about 10 points high- 
er than a year ago and 17 points 
higher than early last spring. Av- 
erage employment for the years 
1923-25 equals 100 on the basis of 
bureau of labor statistics computa- 
tions. Payrolls have risen to above 
109. 
Wages per hour are the high- 


est on record. The packing indus- 
try normally has approximately 
150,000 employes: however, no re- 
cent census is available. 


Hog slaughter, an important fac- 


tor in packer volume because of "the 
amount of processing work requir- 
ed in preparing pork was the best 
in'two years. Hog marketings, re- 
sulting from increased farm pro- 
duction due to ample feed supplies, 
began picking up in midsummer 
and in 1938 slaughter totaled 36,186,- 
000 head, largest since 1934. Sheep 
and lamb slaughter also was near 
record proportions."

weights resulted in approximately 
6 per cent increase in meat pro- 
duction and consumption in 1938 
compared with 1937. Lower prices 
of meat facilitated movement of this 
increased volume _ over butchers' 
counters.

33 were'condemned for repairs, 96 
were adjusted and 2,707 were found 
to be correct During the year he 
investigated seven complaints, 250 
business places, and re-inspected 
330 business'places.

During the year, Hodgins visited 


business places 1,060 times and 
made 4,158 tryout tests. Of the tests 
made, 126 were found to be incor- 
rect while .the remainder were cor- 
rect He inspected 71 wagon scales, 
150 computing scales and 11 miscel- 
laneous scales and retested 68 gaso- 
line pumps, 17 computing scales 
and 16 miscellaneous scales.

Gentlemen of the Legislature: 
< 


It is my purpose today to give 


a very brief message I shall not 
attempt to touch on all subjects of 
interest nor make specific recom- 
mendations at this time. 


We begin this session of the leg- 


islature with one big asset. The 
people of Wisconsin have given 
us, in advance, an impressive vote 
of confidence. But this big asset 
is also a big responsibility. We 
must prove ourselves worthy of It. 
The people have said, in words 
so plain that there is no excuse 
for 
anybody to misunderstand, 


just what they expect from us. If, 
as has happened so often in Wis- 
consin, we should turn out to be 
men who say one- thing in the 
campaign and do the opposite 
when we are in office, the people 
will "rightly withdraw their vote 
of confidence. That must not be. 


The people do not expect mir- 


acles from us. But they do expect, 
and they have the right to expect, 
an honest, square-shooting, sincere 
attempt on our part to give them 
what we have promised—an eco- 
nomical and businesslike adminis- 
tration that. will sweep the state 
clean of petty graft, stop extrava- 
gant expenditures that have had 
no other purpose than to build a

We must spend the taxpayers' 


dollars with as much care as we

ple, no matter whose toes are 
steeped on in the process. 


We must invent ways and means

It is not clear how he could 
suffer because his naval affairs 
committee-already is outranked by 
the military affairs committee. -Any 
bill which so much as mentions the 
army, although it may primarily 
concern the navy, must go, under 
the house rules, to the military 
committee instead of to Vinson's.. 


'Furthermore. Congressman Maas

Congressman Maas has been urg- 


ing for several years that the house 
itself create a liaison committee be- 
tween its military and naval com- 
mittees. Chairman May .of the house 
military affairs committee, has been 
favorable, but our old friend Vin- 
son, again suspicious of the mili- 
tary committee which outranks his, 
refused to go along even on this 
mild and obviously useful arrange- 
ment Even today the house and 
senate military affairs committees 
took matters into their own hands 
and called a joint session of the two 
committees to hear Ambassadors 
Kennedy and Bullitt on military 
matters.

The need 4for coordination, urgent 


enough in normal times, is much 
more so now as we enter a new era 
in national defense and set a course 
which may be followed perhaps 
for years. Vinson's suspicions are 
all the more odd because at the mo- 
ment the navy is the pet of the na- 
tion and nobody is going to pick on 
his pride and joy.

Proposition No. 2 Is 
The Hard-Boiled Truth 


The figures in the budget message 


show why proposition two, which 
was addressed to the politicians, is 
hard-boiled truth, whereas proposi- 
tion one is a half-truth to soften the 
impact. The President's own figures 
show that in this fiscal year which 
ends on July 1, the deficit is virtual- 
ly 4,000 millions whereas the total of 
the outlays that even he can char- 
itably classify as "investments" is 
not quite 2,500 millions. So even if 
we grant that everything is an in- 
vestment which Mr. Roosevelt calls 
an investment, and forget it for the 
moment, we are still left with ex- 
penditures, which even he calls ex- 
penditures, of nearly 7,000 million 
dollars. It is clear from bis own fig- 
ures that the deficit is by no means 
due wholly to investments, and it is 
clear also that if we stopped using 
this "instrumentality" entirely, we 
should still be spending at a level of 
seven billions a year. 


As a matter of fact, however, one 


has only to look at the items in the 
investments to see that most 
of

thli. There are even hints of it Jn 
his menage. But h* i* ftill commit 
ted politically to th* old New Dea 
theory that th« houri of - work 
should be reduced and the hourly 
rates of pay increased. And on. this 
theory the real national Income wil 
not soon be raised to the amount he 
desires. 


What can be done, If we have a 


boom, is to push up prices faitcr 
than production, and so give the 
appearance of being much richer 
than in fact we are. We might then 
enjoy again for a time the' illusions 
of the late Coolidge era. And this is 


them are as firmly entrenched po- 
litically as the salaries of the Sen- 
ators or the. interest on the public 
debt Three-quarters of these in- 
vestments consist of Federal public 
works, roads, the C. C. C., and the 


And the fact which we have to con- 
template is that the apparently ir- 
reducible level of Federal expendi- 
ture is now nearer 9 billions than it 
is to the 4 billions of the poet-war 
era. 


For my own part I do not see how 


the level can, even if it were desir- 
able, be substantially reduced. Thus 
we are left with two great ques- 
tions. 
One of these the President 


discussed. 
The other he^did not 


mention. 


The first is how to increase the 


national income to a point where 
such a level of expenditure can be 
effectively sustained. The President 
says it can be sustained if the 'na- 
tional income is increased from 60 
billions to 80 billions. But the sec- 
ond question is no less important, 
and that is how to keep the level of 
expenditures from lising still high- 
er. For then we should need a still 
larger national income to sustain it 


It is the failure to deal with this 


second question which should really 
cause anxiety. For the fact is that 
the political conditions which make 
real retrenchment impossible oper- 
ate inexorably to increase expendi- 
tures. The whole system of pensions 
and subsidies is not only self-per- 
petuating, as the President admits, 
but self-aggrandizing, as in 
his 


heart he knows quite well. Thus the 
Republicans who demonstrated for 
retrenchment will almost certainly 
be supporting increased 
expendi- 


tures, and the Democrats will not 
be willing to let themselves be out- 
bid. 


The basic problem, therefore, is to 


establish political brakes to check 
the political pressure for more and 
more expenditure. And as every one 
knows quite well, the only brake 
that has a chance of holding is to 
substitute direct taxation of 
the 


mass of the voters for the present 
system of indirect and 
invisible 
axation.

It is the fact 
that attention begins to be placed 
on religion as an inspiration in 
pubb'c life itself. Clearly, if religion 
is the source p! democracy in an in- 
ternational picture, such as we are 
witnessing today, it is even more 
so when the domestic picture is 
viewed. 


Those words, "social responsibil- 


ity," which have been used again 
and again in public addresses to de- 
note the scope of social and eco- 
nomic legislation, take on a new 
meaning nowadays when the presi- 
dent himself 
speaks of religious 


feeling as a central part of our na- 
tional life. Out of religious think- 
ing, irrespecitve of creed or race or 
class, often comes the motivation 
of good government. Often, on the 
other hand, in the compromises of 
party politics or in the individual 
ambitions of persons who want to 
be elected or who want to be re-, 
elected, the tenets of religious 
faith are cast aside or at least neg- 
lected, and the principles of com- 
mon honesty and unselfishness, 
which are basic in the Christian 
faith, are ignored. Again and again, 
some political leaders console them- 
selves with the notion that politics! 
is a kind of game in which theI 
moral code can be different from! 


that which is supposed to prevail 
outside of public life. It is here 
that a return to religion is most 
needed, and there are signs that 
such a revival, quietly and unos- 
tentatiously, is beginning here as it 
is in Great Britain.

Winston Churchill, in the current is- 


sue of Collier's argues with his usual 
pith and force that the power of the 
airplane as a weapon of war has been 
exaggerated nearly to the point of panic. 


Mr. Churchill, it is best to remember, 


was too outspoken to become prime min- 
ister but has become inown the world 
over as the premier British statesman, 
not only in point of deep and lucid thought 
but from the angle of empire interests 
as well, and thus is always entitled to 
close attention wherever his language is 
spoken or genuine democracy seeks to 
solve its vexatious problems. 


Of course Mr. Churchill doesn't wipe

And 
this despite the fact that the Spanish 
fleets were but illy fitted with protec- 
tion or equipment to ward off air attacks.

plunging fire of 15 and 16 inch guns, 
hurling projectiles

over a ton 


should not be seriously disconcerted 
by the dropping of bombs weighing 
half or a quarter of a ton and strik- 
ing by mere force of gravity." 
Time after time on all these battlefronts 


airplanes have signally failed in destroy- 
ing bridges, troop trains or trench forti- 
fications, and all because of the inability 
to bomb with accuracy from a vehicle 
traveling at high speed.

Churchill observes from stacks of reports 
upon these conflicts: 


"The 
concentrated bombardment 


of two or three batteries of field can- 
non would be far worse to bear in the 
trenches than that of a hundred air- 
planes." 
America must not become jittery over 


'the alleged menace of totalitarian superi- 
ority in the air. No doub tmany men in 
political life are genuine in *heir commen- 
dations concerning the enormous increase 
of our air forces.

others. 


Three of them were proposed, 


mental hygiene, corrections, and 
social adjustment.

created, and are now functioning, 
in theory. A board for the third 
was appointed by LaFollette, with 
instructions to choose a director so 
that the state correctional institu- 
tions could be transferred to it be- 
fore January 1. For some reason- 
never explained—the third depart- 
ment was never finished, and now 
cannot be by the limitations of the 
reorganization law.

could not 


agree on a candidate for the $7.000 
a year directorship; what is more 
likely is that the LaFollette people 
gave up hopes of preserving their 
reorganization ideas after the No- 
vember election.

Republican state 
secretary, Hcil campaign assistant, 
and inauguration major domo, and 
William C. Maas, the governor's 
personal secretary.

The honorary colonelcies arc a 


peculiar part of the official life of 
a *tate capitol executive. The col- 
onels do nothing, except sit.on a

Yet the 
honor is eagerly sought. More im- 
portant to a harassed executive 
anxious to reward those who help- 
ed him into his scat, it is a conven- 
ient and inexpensive form of pa- 
tronage.

In 
certain areas, increased credit will 
be allowed for applying limestone. 


Payment rates for corn and po- 


tatos on farms having acreage al- 
lotments for these crops it is said 
will be somewhat less in 1939 than 
in 1938. Payments for wheat are 
expected to be somewhat greater, 
because of a greater reduction in 
wheat acreage allotments. 


Deductions 


As in 1938, farmers who plant 


more than their acreage allotments 
of soil depleting crops will receive 
smaller payments. On a farm hav- 
ing a corn acreage allotment, the 
deduction will be at the rate of 40 
cents a bushel. This means, com- 
mitteemen explain, that for each 
acre planted over the 
allotment, 


the normal per acre yield of corn 
in bushels on the farm, multiplied 
by 40 cents, will be 
substracted 


from the farm's corn payment. 


For farms having wheat acreage 


allotments, the deduction will be 
at the rate of 50 cents a bushel. 
Wheat on all farms having a wheat 
acreage allotment, 
unless 
it 
is 


planted in mixture, will be charg- 
ed to the farm allotment and will 
be classified as 
soil 
depleting. 


Where more general soil depleting 
crops are planted than were.allow- 
ed under the farm allotment, a re- 
duction of $8 will be made in the 
farm acreage payment for 
every 


acre over the allotment. 


Nurse crops such as oats, barley, 


or rye are not to be classified as 
soil depleting providing they are 
cut for hay and a good stand of 
legumes or perennial grass is es- 
tablished. 


Payments of over $10,000 to any 


individual, partnership, or estate 
in any state or to any state or to 
any corporation in 
the 
United 


States are forbidden in 1939 for 
the first time.

Story of Jerusalem 


III—Titus Attacks Jerusalem 


Jerusalem! How much that name 


meant to the ancient Jews! How 
much it means to the Jews today! 


The ancient Jews did not want to 


be under the rule of the Romans, 
and in the year 66 they rose in re- 
volt. A Roman army was driven 
from Jerusalem. 


Behind 
their strong walls, the 


people of Jerusalem felt fairly safe, 
and for a time they suffered no 
harm. Then the Homan emperor 
sent a large army to lay siege to 
the city. 


It so happened that many thou- 


sands of Jews from other places 
were in Jerusalem 
at the time. 


They had gathered there for the 
Passover. 


In command of the Roman le- 


gions was Titus, age 30, the son cf 
the Roman emperor. At a later date, 
he was himself to be the ruler of 
the empire. Besides his Roman sol- 
diers he had Syrians and Arabs as 
allies. 


In company with 600 cavalrymen, 


Titus made a trip around the walls 
of Jerusalem. He wanted, if possi- 
ble, to find a place where the walls 
were weak. Suddenly a gate was 
flung open, and out rushed a thou- 
sand or more Jewish 
soldiers, 


shooting arrows, and hurling darts 
and spears, at the surprised Rom- 
ans. 


Titus was wounded, but saved 


himself by galloping away. Some 
of the cavalrymen fell to 
the 


ground, but others escaped. 


"Caesar is running," shouted the 


Jews. "Jehovah is with us! He will 
put down our enemies!"' 


In the days which followed. Titus 


ordered his men to build a fort at 
the base of the Mount of Olives. He 
expected the siege to last a long 
time, and wanted to be safe from a 
sudden attack by the Jews. The fort 
was hardly begun when, the Jews 
did sally forth, and it took all the 
soldires Titus could bring to the 
spot to beat them back.' 


Battering rams and siege towers 


were moved toward the city walls, j 
Closer and closer they came. Some 
of the siege towers were 90 feet 
high, and they must have been a 
terror to those who watched from 
behind the city gates. 


A gate was opened, and out came 


a band of brave men, each carrying 
a torch. The plan was to set fire to 
the towers 
and battering 
rams. 


Some fell dead or -wounded under a 
rain of arrows and darts, but others 
had almost reached the towers 
when cavalrymen, galloped to the 
spot and drove them back. Several 
were captured, and the first prison- 
er was crucified, as a warning to 
the stubborn defenders. 


Again the Romans moved in on 


Jerusalem. When they came close, 
large boulders and boiling oil were 
dropped from the walls, but this 
did not stop them. They clambered 
over the outermost walls, and be- 
came masters 
of the suburbs of 


Jerusalem. Yet it was not the end. 
There was another wall barrier for 
the main part of the city, and the 
great walls of Herod's Temple could 
be defended.

For Tuesday Club 


Professor Urges Objective 


Approach in Music 


Criticism 


Neenah — One of the 
saddest 


phases of contemporary music cri- 
ticism is the refusal to use the ob- 
jective approach—for 
In all fair- 


ness to the composer and to the 
listener, there are three points to 
be concerned with in music appre- 
ciation, who is the composer, what' 
is he trying to do and does he ac- 
complish it, La Vahn Maesch, pro- 
fessor of organ and music history 
at Lawrence Conservatory of Mu- 
sic, told members of the Woman's 
Tuesday club Tuesday afternoon in 
the second of a series of five lec- 
tures on music appreciation. 


Discussing Bach and his back- 


ground as well as his compositions 
Tuesday, Prof. 
Maesch told of 


Bach's life, his keen sense of hu- 
mor, his vitality, his deep religious 
nature. 


"It must be remembered," Prof. 


Maesch pointed out, "that all mu- 
sic written in the western world 
up to the sixteenth century, was 
largely vocal, sacred and popular, 
with most of the trained musicians 
in the churches which were the 
centers of education. The secular 
life also had its music, folk songs, 
dance tunes and instrumental mu- 
sic. Some of the musicians within 
the churches left the church and 
began writing for secular music. 
With the reformation of Luther and 
the renaissance, changes came into 
music with the improvements of 
the organ, the development of the 
harpsicord and the clavicord. 


Relates History 


After the introduction of Italian 


opera, the Lutheran church put up 
a.stiff fight against the inroads of 
this opera and it was in this tradi- 
tion that Bach grew up. Bach and 
Handel both were born in 1685 but 
Handel had most 
of his study in 


Italy, going later to Germany and 
then to England. His operas were 
a failure and he reverted to ora- 
torios in which practically all of 
his fame rests. "The Messiah" and 
"Samson" are among the most fa- 
mous.

Neenah — Statistics comparing 


the 1037 tax rates in Neenah with 
other Wisconsin cities having about 
the same population compiled by C. 
J. Hedges, superintendent of 
schools, shows that Neenah has the 
"lowest general property tax rate 
and that only two other cities have 
a lower school tax rate than Ncc- 
nah." 


Hedges said. "Of the 15 cities be- 


tween 8,000 and 15,000 population, 
nine have a greater and five have a 
smaller population than Neenah: 
Neenah has the highest 
assessed 


valuation of any of them; in fact. 
Neenah's valuation exceeds the 
others' by more than $2,000,000, and 
that the general property tax rate 
of Neenah was the lowest among 
:he 15 cities." The average valua- 
tion for the 15 cities was $12,000,000. 
while Neenah's $17,613.525. and the 
rate for Neenah was 25 mills while 
the average was 35 mills. 


"Considering all of the 146 cities 


n the state, we find that in 1937 
ha total full value general property 
tax rate, which is the most nearly 
comparable tax rate figure for dif- 
ferent cities, was higher in 110 ci- 
ies than Neenah, lower in 34 and 
he same in one; in other words, 
hree-fourths of Wisconsin cities 
ind higher tax rates than Neenah," 
he superintendent said. 


Two Cities Lower 


Two cities in the group, South 


Milwaukee and Watertown. had a 
ower school tax rate than Neenah. 
The average school tax rate for the 
5 cities was .01359, which was 18.7 
ser cent higher than that for Nee- 
nah. 


•"I think these figures show that 
Neenah city business is being con- 
iucted .economically and that Nee- 
:sah is a pretty good place in which 


to live," the superintendent said, 
as he pointed out "that a man own- 
ing a $5,000 home in Neenah in 1937 
would pay $122.55 in taxes as com- 
pared with the average $146.35 for 
all the cities." ' 


"As far as school tax is concern-' 


cd, 46 cities had a lower rate and 
89 a higher rate than Neenah. Jn 
other words, 68 per cent of Wiscon- 
sin cities had a higher school tax , 
than Neenah.

Camle County submits it* report for the year 1938 as follows: 


I Gentlemen: 
Your Pirk Hoard and Trustee* of the Detention Camp sub- 


mit the following report of the activities from November 1. 1M7 
to November 1. 1938: 
During the last fiscal year 105 Individual were sentenced to 
the Detention Camp. The maximum nentcncc received by ony 
Individual was six months, and the minimum ten days. 
The 


maximum number of prisoners at the camp ot any time during 
such period was £8. which Is the capacity of nald institution. 
The men were engaged In forestry work, making and main- 


taining the garden, cutting wood, and making necessary re- 
pairs on the premises, nil labor being performed 'by hand. Dur- 
ing the past year thr men planted 40,000 seedlings and trans- 
planted 30.000 trees. The garden' produced 145 bushels of mixed 
•vegetables over and above the amount used during the course 
of the summer. Due to the fact that a greater amount of pro- 
duce and moat* were .raised and produced nt the Camp during 
the course of the past year, twenty more Individuals were cared 
for than Ihc 19.18 budget provided for. We believe consider- 
able progress was made in pulling the Camp on a celf-suf- 
flclent basis, nnd It is the intention of the Trustees to proceed 
along those lines as far MS possible. 
. 
Wood again w»5 cut nt the camp this p?st year on halves, 


and that amount of excess wood not needed for Camp purposes, 
was- sold. The amount realized from the sale of this wood be- 
ing $129.00. The sum ot $106.00 was turned over to the County 
Treasurer and ns soon as the remaining balance is received, 
that sum likewise wilt be given to the County Treasurer. It 
IK the intention' of the Trustees to follow a similar program 
this nexf year on a larger scale, if possible, and also to under- 
take projects ot a similar nature.

TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS: 
Gentlemen: 


The Airport Committee'wishe* to ask your advice concern- 
ing certain phases of the county owned airoort problem: we 
discussed this question from many anplcs and we feel that we 
require advice and support from the County Board in our at- 
tempt to manipulate the affairs of the airport in the best in- 
terests of th«> county as a whole. 


Of primary importance I.* the subject of finances. Under the 
present arrangement, the airport Is leased to an individual who 
pays the countv S20.00 per month, which i* understood to be 
the rental of the hcu*e on the premises. This is the only in- 
come received from the entire investment and oast experience 
has indicated that the lessee has had great difficulty in main- 
taining this payment. We have checked reasonably well into 
the income of the lessee and ?.re of the opinion that the total 
airport income may lead to vomc difficulty in meeting these 
payments. In other word*, from every possible method of rea- 
soning the airport has no immediate prospect of being a self- 
operating institution, and such items as repairs or maintenance, 
depreciation, etc.. will become a cau?e for expenditure by the 
county. 
We cpn see no pro*o?cts of an income sufficient to 
make this a self-existent institution. 


The next point 1* pcihap* ot greater Importance since It con- 
cern* the future of the airport. Your committee doc* not wish 
to offer any discouragement nor docs It wish to provide for any 
brilliant future: we wi«h your advice as to' the proper attitude 
which we may adopt In preparing plan? for the years which 
are to come. The airport is not perfected by any means, since 
several Items remain to be done before the maximum in util- 
ity. safotv and appearance is reached. 
It is obvious that the 
present financial set-up will not provide for these since it I* 
apparently impossible to pay for all present operating and 
maintenance features.

31. 1038. 


The number of persons nrre«led for the above period was 
281: warnings Riven and • recorded. 427; days worked by the 
officers. 1.205: hours worked by the officers, 13.062: total fines 
and costs collected — State fines. $370.00. County fines. $1,- 
744.30. And court costs. $800.39. making a total of $2.920.69. 


The total mileage travelled by the officers. 148.790 miles, and 


In addition to the regular patrolling of the highways, have as- 
sisted *t 109 accidents, have directed traffic and escorted 84 
funerals^ have had 19 safety meetings, attended 4 fire calls, 
and -ennwertd 150 radio calls.

As suggested bv the Safety Division of the State Highway 


Commission of Wisconsin, the traffic department ho* conduct- 
ed road tests at various points in the County. These tests 
are conducted for the purpose of checking a'll .vehicles for 
lights, brake', .driving, and a general check-up on the equip- 
ment of the car. Ten (10> of these road tests have been con- 
ducted, and a total of 1.602 cars and trucks were tested. 


A total of ten <10i stolen cars have been recovered — 5 with 
driver* and 5 without. • ' 


There -were eleven 'ID deaths in the County during the 
period from January 1st. 1938 to November 1st. 1938. *t which 
the traffic officers assisted in removing the dead or injured 
parties, calling an ambulance, taking measurements to de- 
termine who was at fault, making out the report of the acci- 
dent, clearing off the highway and directing traffic.

One 1* to elect all of the 
personnel, or «t least the director, by popular vole of members 
of the county board. For tlus procedure. th«re are undoubted- 
ly recommendations. However, there U the danger that the 
incumbent administrator will have to devote some of his time, 
particularly Just prior to the meeting of the county board, 
to canvassing for votes and support to assure hlnuelf ot re- 
ejection. 
The second procedure is for the county board to vest In a 
committee the authority and responsibility for rejecting an 
administrator and seeing to U tJmt the work functions satis- 
factorily. This latter arrangement seems to offer considerable 
advantage in that the county board committee will presumably 
maintain sufficiently frequent contact as to assure the famlllar- 
Jty with the policies and activitlea in effect and to be able to 
see whether the program it functioning in the proper mannrr. 
Moreover, if this advisory or supervisory committee having 
this authority is In constant contact, the program is subject 
to surveillance and 11 it starts breaking down at ahy point, 
immediate action can be initiated by the committee rather than 
waiting for the next meeting of the county board. 
In other 
words, the administrator Is subject to constant and continuing 
*upervUlon and check as to the fulfillment of his duties, where- 
as if he is elected annually, there may be a tendency for ac- 
tksn when needed to be delayed until the county board meets 
in annual meeting to re-elect him or to elect a successor. 
Experience has demonstrated that the administration in Outa- 
tanile Counts' has been pretty batlsfactory under the present 
arrangement where the authority for selecting a director and 
personnel li vested in a combined executive and penalon ad- 
visory committee. At this Juncture the State Pension Depart- 
ment should express a word of appreciation both to the 
County Board of Supervisors of Outagamte County and 
the 
Outagiale County Pension Department under the -direction of 
Mr. Davis, for the very helpful ahd cooperative attitude mani- 
fested at all times in attempting to establish a pension ad- 
ministration that complies insofar as possible with the rules 
ar.d regulations of the state and federal agencies as well as 
appears to be reasonably compatible with the traditions and 
etandards prevailing in Outagamie County. 


We recommend consideration of the last mentioned procedure, 
but wish to make it clear that the County Board of Outagamle 
County Is by statute empowered to act in such manner as it 
see* fit to this connection.

Upon ths expiration of their respective terms, members of 
the council shall thereupon be appointed in -the manner here- 
tofore set out, for a term of three years: it being the intention 
that a portion of the members of the council shall be appoint- 
ed annually.
